Andover voters will face a 56- 
article warrant when the an- 
nual town meeting convenes in 
April. 

In addition to adoption of the 
municipal operating budget and 
action on routine statutory ar- 
ticles, major money items in- 
clude the $450,000 for portable 
classrooms for the school 
department, a $930,000 bond 
issue for open space, conserva- 
tion and recreation, some 
decisions on the Sacred Heart 
property in Shawsheen, and a 
$2.6 million water distribution 
improvement program. 

Selectmen, school com- 
mittee, and finance committee 
members will be reviewing the 
warrant items with the town 
manager between now and the 
April 26 opening session. The 
warrant closed Friday. 

There are 13 money items 
submitted for consideration by 
town boards or committees.

While all minority groups - - 
racial, sex, religious, whatever 

- are included, the’ National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW) has particularly taken 
up Chapter 622 as a cause, and 
representatives of the local 
NOW chapter were on hand 
recently to egg the schoolmen 
on. 

Spokesperson Susan Clarke, 
59 Phillips St., indicated that 
their main concern is that 
women in schoolbooks and 
materials are primarily cast as 
mothers and homemakers, 
while the men go out to work 
and do heavy things. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott related a bla- 
tant example of role stereotyp- 
ing from a scene on the back of 
a cereal box. It depicts a family 
at a camping site: Mom is stan- 
ding over the stove, while Sister 
unrolls the sleeping bags, 
Brother fusses over the fishing 
gear, and Dad tinkers with the 
boat. 

Chapter 622 specifically 
charges school committees to 
review books and materials for 
such stereotyping of sex (or 
race or religion or whatever) 
roles, and to compensate with 
supplementary materials when 
necessary to give a realistic 
picture. 

Another book for beginning 
readers, for example, should 
show that girls can ride horses 
too. 

Chapter 622 also instructs 
school committees to monitor 
changes in various school 
programs to comply with equal 
rights laws, and to provide in- 
service training for school per- 
sonnel in regard to the law. 

In the program area, School 
Committeeman Robert MclIn- 
tyre noted that athletics pose 
the biggest problem, since 
offerings have been historically 
limited for girls. 


However, he said, the law 
does not demand that this be 
corrected overnight, but simply 
that schools show that they, in 
good faith, intend to conform. 


Ms. Clarke said that last 
year’s athletic budget was 
weighted 87 percent for boys’ 
athletics and 13 percent for 
girls’. 

“IT think you’ll find they’re 
spending more (for girls) this 
year,’ Committeeman George 
Olesen said, and moved that the 
committee go on to the next 
topic on the evening’s agenda. 
He received no second, 
however. 

Westcott explained that a 
‘‘first annual sensitivity 
workshop”’ held for teachers 
last summer had worked out 
very well, and Mrs. Viehmann 
added that Tuesday night’s 
committee meeting itself 
pointed up the need for sen- 
sitivity training. 

Olesen had questioned the 
need for a study at all, getting a 
‘tno’ when he asked if anyone

knew of any violations in the 
schools now, or any school com- 
mittee policy which tried to 
negate any of the items in 
Chapter 622. 

“Are you saying violations 
don't exist?’’ asked Ms. Clarke. 

If violations are found in the 
system, Olesen responded, they 
should simply be brought to the 
attention of the committee and 
corrected. 

Mrs. Viehmann, however, 
said the law states that all 
school books should be review- 
ed and that if the committee 
were to make a public state- 
ment that they would not 
review them, they could be in 
contempt. 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert agreed with her that 
literature needs to be more 
comprehensive. He said he 
didn't believe Chapter 622 re- 
quired careful .scrutiny ‘‘of

On a clear day 
one can see Mt. Agamenticus in 
Maine, Mt. Kearsage and Mt. 
Monadnock in New Hampshire, 
Mt. Wachusett in Massachusetts 
and Great Blue Hill south of 
Boston. On the first Bunker Hill 
day, June 17, 1775, local 
townspeople climbed to the top to 
watch the burning of 
Charlestown. 

The walk will last from one and 
a half to two hours and will begin 
from the parking lot and follow 
the War trail north and then east 
around Cat Swamp and Shrub 
Hill. Some huge boulders left

from the: glaciers are clearly 
visible from the trail. The area 
was originally farmed by 
Nicholas Holt who was born in 
England in 1620 and as a young 
man of 26 was one of the original 
signers of the Andover Charter in 
1646. Miles of stone walls and 
evidence of fruit trees and 
meadows are seen along the 
route. From the Ward trail the 
group will turn south along Old 
Chestnut Street which is just a 
wood's path, but probably was 
the road along which Nicholas 
Holt drove his family to church in 
the North Parish on Sunday mor- 
nings.

cold weather, and the unique 
parsnip is one that is available 
from local farms throughout the 
winter, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture. 

The flavor of parsnips isn’t ful- 
ly developed until they are expos- 
ed for a few weeks to 
temperatures near freezing, 
which gradually change the 
starch content to sugar. 

They can be harvested after 
the first frost, but since the root 
isn't harmed when the ground 
freezes, parsnips can be dug dur- 
ing the winter or even early spr- 
ing. Hence the phrase ‘‘spring- 
dug parsnip”’! 

Frugal Bay State colonists 
realized the value of this 
forerunner in ‘‘freezable’’ 
vegetables, as parsnips were in 
common usage by 1630. 

Similar to carrots in shape, the 
creamy-colored parsnip is a 
member of the same botanical 
family, which also includes 
parsley, fennel, celery, celeriac 
and chervil. 

Parsnips and carrots are 
perhaps more popularly 
classified, however, as ‘‘root 
vegeatables”’ along with turnips, 
potatoes, beets, radishes and 
onions. To the vegetarian cult,

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The taste of parsnips is also un- 
ique, but when properly cooked, 
they have a sort of sweet, nutty 
flavor. The basic procedure is 
casy. Simply parboil or steam, 
unpeeled, until tender. Then peel 
and slice lengthwise into about 3- 
inch pieces, saute in butter and 
season with salt and pepper. 

Parsnips can also be glazed, as 
well as fried up crisp like chips. 
They can be pureed with butter, 


Whipped potatoes, if you like. 
There are even recipes for 
parsnip chowders, pies and 
cakes. 

Massachusetts is one of eight 
leading states in the commercial 
production of parsnips - some 
850,000 pounds were grown here 
last year. And so it’s more than 
likely that most parsnips at 
produce counters are a locally 
grown vegetable.

Traditional Mode Is Discussed With Parents 


The differences between 
traditional and contemporary 
mode of education were hashed 
over once again Tuesday night, 
before some 300 parents in the 
West Junior High auditorium. 

Now the parents are left with 
the choice - - to be made by next 
Friday - - of enrolling their 
elementary youngsters in a new 
traditional alternative next fall, 
or leaving them where they are 
in the so-called ‘‘contem- 
porary” program. 

Ironically, many of the 
questions the parents arrived 
with - - such as where the 
traditional programs will be 
held - - will have no answers un- 
til the administration knows 
how many youngsters will be 
enrolled. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott said during his 
presentation Tuesday night that 
regardless of the location, 
traditional pupils will be 
transported via regular school 
buses. Most likely, he said, they 
will get to their neighborhood 
schools as usual, and then be 
shuttled to the school where the 
traditional program is located. 

There are more similarities 
than differences in the 
traditional and contemporary 
alternatives, Westcott told the 
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parents, ‘‘particularly when 
considering the high structure- 
contemporary and the 
traditional.” 

Mainly, he said, the 
traditional depends on an in- 
dividual teacher’s perspective 
of his pupils’ ability and growth 
in all curriculum areas, while 
the contemporary program 
allows for a cooperative 
teacher perspective. 

Both forms, he said, permit 
development of strong peer 
group ties. The contemporary 
mode permits teachers to teach 
in their particular area of ex- 
pertise and interest, while the 
traditional requires that one 
teacher teach in multiple 
curriculum areas, including 
reading, math, science, 
English, history and geography. 

Music and physical education 
are taught similarly for both 
groups, he said. 

Basics are taught, drilled and 
reinforced and become the 
foundation for all other learning 
in both contemporary and 
traditional, he explained. 

In contemporary, in- 
dividualized print materials are 
supplemented by textbooks, 
while in traditional, the op-. 
posite is true. 

In contemporary, he said, 


° 


learning is spontaneous and the 
rate of learning is established 
by the learner; in traditional, 
the learning presentation is 
patterned and sequenced by ex- 
ternal agents. 

In contemporary, learning 
process involves as much of the 
environment as possible - - in- 
cluding field trips, outdoor 
education, visiting lecturers, 
and the like. In traditional, 
learning takes place best when 
the student is in a specially 
designed environment. The less 
outside distractions that take 
place, the more solid learning 
will take place. Field trips, out- 
door education and visiting lec- 
turers are not excluded, 
however. 

Cooperation and relaxed at- 
mosphere create an optimum 
learning climate in the contem- 
porary classroom, Westcott 
said, while competition and 
anxiety stimulate pupils in the 
traditional. 

Contemporary assessment of 
learning is determined by 
observing changes in behavior, 
while traditional assessment is 
accomplished by pencil-and- 
paper tests resulting in letter 
grades. The traditional will 
have quarterly report cards, 
and failure in two or more 


academic subjects will cause 
retention in grade. 

In both forms, Westcott said, 
discipline is paramount to a 
good learning environment. 

The traditional, he said, 
emphasizes attention to the 
teacher, little or no com- 
munication among pupils, anda 
minimum of movement within 
the classroom during instruc- 
tional periods. In a contem- 
porary environment, pupils can 
move about as the needs of 
their projects call for use of 
various media, and they com- 
municate to exchange informa- 
tion about what they are study- 
ing with their fellow pupils. 

In neither case, he said, is 
discourtesy, boisterousness, or 
gymnasium - type behavior 
tolerated. 

In answer to ‘‘dress code’”’ 
questions, Westcott indicated 
that such codes are not per- 
mitted by law in public schools 
beyond the ‘‘neat and clean’’ 
level. 

The traditional alternative 
will provide for emphasis on 
“neat and clean’ as does the 
contemporary, he said, and 
parents will be free to prescribe 
to their children appropriate 
clothing. 

Westcott also explained the 
three ‘‘structures’’ in the con- 
temporary program. 

In the “‘high’’, he said, the 
teacher sets the classroom at- 
mosphere with close supervi- 
sion. In the ‘‘medium’’, teacher 
direction is given but the pupil 
is left to work independently. A 
variety of teachers provide a 
variety of settings and group 
sizes. 

The ‘‘low’’ structure is 
primarily self-motivated, he

said. The pupil establishes his 
own goals. He has achieved an 
advanced level in grade 
programs, has a high degree of 
self-discipline, and has a wide 
variety of enrichment 
materials from which to 
choose. 

Parents have been allowed to 
select the structure for their 
youngsters. Presently, about 30 
percent are in the “‘high”’ struc- 
ture, 60 percent in medium, and 
10 percent in low. 


By the end of the 1974 fiscal 
year, more than 400 State, county 
and city governments and other 
Organizations had been 
designated prime sponsors to ad- 
minister training activities under 
the decentralized manpower 
program, according to the U. S.

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Flood Plain Area 
Examined By Board 


While formal action awaits 
the decision of the selectmen, it 
would appear that the federal 
government will be told that 
only the areas within the 
Merrimack and Shawsheen 
Rivers are to be considered 
within the flood plain boun- 
daries of Andover. 

The government recently dic- 
tated the drawing of boundaries 
and retained an engineering 
firm to study municipalities for 
such classification. 


Flood plain zoning has been 
defeated twice at Andover town 
meetings, but federal 
regulations now dictate the 
designating of certain areas in 
town to which flood plain 
regulations will apply. 

The map, designating areas 
was shown at a meeting of the 
selectmen a week ago, in which 
about every ‘‘puddle’”’ in town 
was classed as flood plain. The 
selectmen are to respond to the 
proposal, after which the 
federal government will issue 
designation. Property within 
the flood plain area will be sub- 
ject to stipulations which call 
for the owner to take flood in- 
surance should the property be 
altered in any manner. Sale of 
the property would also be 
governed by the flood plain

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Employment 
Brightens At 


The Massachusetts unemploy- 
ment rate continued its 
downward trend during 
December, according to John D. 
Crosier, Director of the Division 
of Employment Security. The 
State's seasonally adjusted rate 
was estimated at 11.8 percent of 
the work force, down from 
November's 12.2 percent. 

The preliminary December es- 
timate of 314,200 persons un- 
employed was the lowest for any 
month since last January. 

All of the major labor areas 
registered declines in their un- 
employment rates, following the 
pattern at the state level. The 
biggest percentage of declines 
occurred in Boston where the un- 
adjusted rate fell from 11.4 to 
11.0 percent; Brockton, which 
dropped from 12.2 to 11.4 per- 
cent; and New Bedford, the 
metropolitan area that continues 
to have the highest rate, down 
from 14.3 to 13. 7 percent. 

Total employment registered a 
slight decline for the month, 
down from 2,443,600 to 2,434,200, 
a drop of 9,400. Jobs in retail 
trade establishments posted a 
lower than normal gain of 8400 
jobs while the State’s contract 
construction payrolls dropped by 
5700. Employment in the State’s 
manufacturing sector remained 
relatively stable. 

Spurred by both employment 
increases and withdrawals from 
the labor force during the latter 
half of 1975, the number of un- 
employed has declined every 
month since June of this year 
when a record 393,500 in- 
dividiauls were estimated to be 
unemployed 

At the year’s end, manufac-

turing employment had 
recovered significantly from the 
low levels reached earlier in the 
year. Although total manufac- 
turing finished the year 21,100 
jobs below December 1974 
payrolls, two large durable goods 
industries survived the recession 
fairly well. Non-electrical 
machinery, with a backlog of 
orders, was able to end the year 
only 5,300 jobs below the previous 
December’s levels, while 
payrolis in the electrical equip- 
ment and supplies sector ex- 
perienced a decline of only 3,500 
jobs below last year’s total. 
Employment in the non- 
durables sector has almost 


returned to 1974 levels. Jobs in : 


textiles and apparel, buoyed up 
by consumer spending, actually 
increased during 1975. 
Developments in the non- 
manufacturing industries were 
mixed. December payrolls in 
wholesale and retail trade es- 
tablishments reached an all-time 
high of 552,200 workers. Contract 
construction remained depress- 
ed, finishing the year 17,200 jobs 
below December 1974. The lack 
of a turnaround in residential 
construction led to a decline in 
employment in the com- 
munications industry. 
Director Crosier pointed out 
that the December rates are 
preliminary, as are all previous- 
ly - issued 1975 unemployment 
rates. They were derived from a 
Federally - mandated formula 
used to estimate unemployment 
throughout the country. Early in 
1976, the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics will replace the 
preliminary 1975 estimates with 
final estimates.

This could-be ad sounds even 
better when you add that 
prospective tenants must be at 
least 62 years old with a certain 
low income - - and then match it 
up with the new brick and glass 
apartments on North Main 
Street. 


This, the town’s third senior 
citizen project, will be ready 
for occupancy by the end of the 
month. 


Tom Walsh, executive direc- 
tor of the Housing Authority, is 
still taking applications for the 
96-unit complex, and is_par- 
ticularly seeking persons in 
wheelchairs for the seven 
specially-designed ‘‘han- 
dicapped apartments’”’. 


Walsh indicates that persons 
over 65 will be selected first, 
and then they will rent to 
qualified persons down to 62. A 
single person cannot have a 
yearly income of more than 
$6000 or a couple, more than 
$6300, and none can have assets 
exceeding $10,000. 


Walsh also notes that the 
Authority will do its best to 
serve Andover residents first, 
though applicants from other 
communities are eligible as 
well, since this is a state - sub- 
sidized project. 


Whatever the tenant’s finan- 
cial situation, his rent will be 25 
percent of his monthly income. 
This scheme is geared to help 
him cope with inflation and the 
high cost of other necessities, 
while living on a fixed income. 


The streamlined apartments 
are built for easy care and con- 
venience, with vinyl-type floors 
and Anderson windows. The til- 
ed bathtub - showers have 
several hold-bars to allow the 
elderly to use them without fear 
of slipping. 


The seven first-floor 
apartments for the handicapped 
have even more ‘‘extras’’. The 
kitchen counter is dropped a 
few inches so a person can work 
from a wheelchair, and there 
are no built-ins underneath, so 
he can wheel right in close. 
There are no doors on the 
cabinets above, so He can easily 
see what he wants, and reach 
right up with the long-handled 
grabber gadget that many 
wheelchair persons use. 


The handicapped bathrooms 
contain an oversized tile 
shower with a seat, and there 
are grab bars all the way 
around the room. Doors

While there’s a fire alarm 
system throughout the project, 
in the handicapped apartments, 
the doors will automatically 
open in the event of a fire. 

Because the handicapped 
apartments are slightly larger, 
to allow for extras, so are the 
apartments directly above 
them. These, Walsh says, will 
be reserved for couples. There 
are a few apartments on a third 
level, but most of the buildings 
are two stories. All apartments 
have a separate bedroom in ad- 
dition to the living room and 
small kitchen. 


The complex itself is built on 
the old Curran estate, and more 
or less surrounds the original 
barn, which has been renovated 
for use as a ‘‘community 
center”’. 

The shingled exterior has 
been retained, and when the 


cupola is restored up top, it will 


be complete with a horse 
weather vane. Inside, the hand- 
some supporting beams have 
been left exposed, along with 
some of the original stone foun- 
dation on the lower level. The 
walls at either end of the 
building are a mass of small- 
paned windows. 


There’s a small kitchen for 
snacks and parties, and a long 
wheelchair ramp winds down to 
the lower level where there will 
be washers and dryers for the 
complex, an office, and a health 
room. There the seniors will go 
for blood pressure and diabetes 
checks, flu shots and the like, 
instead of having to go over to 
The Haven or one of the other 
senior centers. 


A fieldstone-enclosed terrace 
looks out over the North Main 
Street end of the complex, and 
the intersection where the State 
has agreed to install a stoplight 
to insure their safe crossing. 
Shawsheen Plaza and 
Shawsheen Square are only 
short walks away. 

Construction on the project 
began October 1, 1974, and as of 
Dec. 31, 1975, had cost $1,973,- 
096. 


Members of the Housing 
Authority who are overseeing it 
all are Thomas P. Eldred, 
chairman; John B. White, Jr., 
vice-chairman; Winston A. 
Blake, treasurer; Thomas R. 
Wallace, assistant treasurer; 
Atty. Richard A. Savrann, 
assistant secretary; and Walsh, 
secretary and executive direc- 
tor. 

The Authority also has two 
other elderly projects: 40 units 
at Chestnut Court and 40 at 
Grandview Terrace, plus 56 
veterans units at Memorial Cir- 
cle, near Chestnut and Morton 
Streets.

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WASHINGTON — We receive 
constant complaints from tax- 
payers who say they have been 
bullied and browbeaten by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

Of course, the IRS is supposed 
to be firm but fair with all tax- 
payers. Rich and poor alike are 
supposed to be equal in the 
sharp eye of the tax collectors. 
Top officials tell us they try to 
administer the tax laws without 
regard for social standing or po- 
litical pull. 

Yet policy and practice don't 
always coincide. Tax settle- 

‘ments are often reached by a 
process about as equitable as a 
medieval trial by fire. 

The rich man has recourse to 
lawyers and experts who can 
find loopholes in the law or can 
stall a case in the courts. In con- 
trast, those without money are 
often hounded by collectors 
whose methods would put a loan 
shark to shame. Many a widow's 
last mite has been snatched 
from her. Men have been strip- 
ped of their livelihood and, 
along with it, their only means of 
paying the government. 

We have been investigating 
IRS harassment. Here are just a 
few examples. We have left out 
the victims names to spare 
them from further retribution:

actually rifled his cash register 
to collect delinquent taxes. 

— The wife of an airline pilot 
under Internal Revenue in- 
vestigation received abusive 
phone calls from agents. 

— IRS agents began an in- 
vestigation into a Florida doc- 
tor's private life. Several of his 
patients were interviewed. 

— An unemployed man in 
Montana had all the funds in his 
pathetic bank account seized by 
the IRS. 

One of the most insidious 
federal weapons is the jeopardy 
assessment, which is supposed to 
be used to tie up the funds of a 
taxpayer who might try to skip 
the country. Agents have used 
this power indiscriminately, 
however, to force settlements out 
of reluctant taxpayers. 

Now, the victims of Internal 
Revenue abuse may get their 
day on the witness stand. We 
have learned that a Senate sub- 
committee, headed by Senator 
Joseph Montoya, will hold hear- 
ings on tax harassment in April. 
The subcommittee will go to the 
people and hold hearings in 
Chicago, New York City, 
Oklahoma City and San Fran- 
cisco. 

We also understand masks 
will be provided for witnesses 
who don’t want to be identified.

Tax Break Tips 


By J. Paul Finnegan

on 1975 income taxes.) 


How can you hold down your in- 
come tax bill this year? 

The same way you can, and 
should, do it every year: make 
full use of the four basic tools for 
reducing the income subject to 
taxes, for lowering the rate at 
which the tax is levied, and in 
some cases for having part of the 
tax forgiven. The four are: ad- 
justments, deductions, exemp- 
tions, and tax credits. 

Adjustments, such as sick pay 
and moving expenses, are attrac- 
live because they reduce gross 
income, leaving ‘‘adjusted gross 
income,’’ a much smaller target 
for the tax collector to aim at. 

‘Deductions (for taxes and in- 
terest paid, contributions, 
medical costs, ete.) are nice, 
too: they, and the exemptions we 
get for ourselves and our 
dependents, reduce adjusted 
gross income still further - - to 
taxable income.” 


But tax credits (on low in- 
comes, new home _ purchases, 
retirement income, political con- 
tributions, etc.) are best of all, 
because they can be deducted, 
dollar for dollar, from the taxes 
owed.

these four basic tax-reducing 
devices will be taken up in some 
detail, to help readers avoid pay- 
ing a penny more in taxes than is 
required. 

In the meantime, what new 
tax-saving opportunities are 
available this year? The big 
changes over the 1974 tax picture 
are: 

1) If you use the standard 
deduction instead of itemizing, 
you can now deduct 16 percent of 
adjusted gross income, with a 
maximum of $2,300 for single 
persons, and $2,600 for couples 
filing joint returns or surviving 
spouses. For a married person 
filing a separate return the max- 
imum is $1,300. 


2)There’s also a new minimum | 


standard deduction of $1,600 for 
singles, $1,900 for married 
couples, but you don’t have to 
compute it because it’s built into 
the tax tables. 

3) The level of gross income 
below which you don’t even have 
to file a tax return has been rais- 
ed to $2,350 for singles, $3,400 for 
joint filers, $2,650 for a surving 
spouse and $750 if married and 
filing separately. 

4)Because of efforts last 
summer to stimulate the lagging 
economy, all taxpayers, 
regardless of their tax bill, can 
subtract $30 from what they owe, 
plus another $30 for each depen- 
dent. 

5) Qualified low-income tax- 
payers, with adjusted gross in-

2. YARD CONTROL 

Amend Section V ‘‘Dimensional Requirements’’, Paragraph B. 
“Exceptions and Special Requirements’, Section 8. ‘‘Industrial 
Districts’, by inserting a new subsection ‘‘c’’ to read as follows: 


c. In all industrial districts, yard depth requirements will be 
measured from the street line of a public way or internal access road, 
whichever is applicable. 


d. In Industrial District D, required yard areas shall be developed and 
maintained only for lawns, landscaping, walks, driveways, and park- 
ing areas; provided, however, that no parking area shall be located 
within fifty feet of any street line unless a special permit to reduce 
this requirement is granted by the Board of Appeals upon its deter- 
mination that circumstances of the site and its design provide control 
of visual intrusion and traffic comparable to the usual application of 
this requirement. 


3. OFF-STREET PARKING 

Amend Section VI ‘‘Other Requirements” Paragraph A “Parking” 
by deleting Section 4 Industrial Districts, and replacing it with the 
following: 


4. Industrial Districts 
a. Intent and Application 

Adequate off-street parking must be provided on the premises to 
service all parking demand created by new construction, whether 
through new structures or through additions to existing ones, or by 
change of use creating higher parking demand. 

Buildings, structures and land uses in existence on the effective 
date of these provisions are not subject to these parking re- 
quirements and may be rebuilt, altered or repaired, but not enlarg- 
ed or changed in use, without becoming subject to them. 

In applying for building or occupancy permits, the applicant 
must demonstrate that the minimum parking requirements set 
forth below will be met for the new demand without counting ex- 
isting parking. 

These requirements may be reduced on special permit for an ex- 
ception from the Board of Appeals upon its determination that 
special circumstances render a lesser provision adequate for all 
parking needs.

microclimate, and visual intrusion, Each parking area shall contain 


no more than 240 spaces, with no more than 30 spaces in any un- 
interrupted row.

All development in an Industrial D District shall be subject to the 
following, unless a special permit for an exception to these re- 
quirements is grarited by the Planning Buard upon its determination 
that alternative provisions provide comparable protection for adjoin- 
ing parcels and ways: 

1. All utility service lines shall be placed underground. All 
transformers, meters, or similar utility apparatus shall be placed on 
or below the surface of the land and be screened from view. 

2. All developed land area not covered by buildings, parking areas, 
driveways and other site improvements shall be landscaped and all 
parking areas shall be screened by landscaping (see Sections VI.C.2

3. Walkways and parking areas shall be adequately lighted. No out- 
door lighting shall be mounted higher than twenty-five feet above 
finished grade, and lighting sources shall be shielded to prevent ex- 
cessive glare on adjoining property. 

4. All rooftop mechanical equipment shall be grouped and screened. 


5. Site Plan Review 


a. Prior to application for building permits on projects involving 10 
or more parking spaces, three prints of the plot plan shall be sub- 
mitted to the Planning Board for advisory review. Prints of the 
plot plan shall be referred by the Planning Board to the Conserva- 
tion Commission, and the Department of Public Works for their 
review and written advisory reports, Planning Board comments, if 
any, shall be returned to the applicant within 30 days of submis- 
sion. 


‘‘b. Plans subject to this section shall show dimensions of the lot, 
size and location of existing and proposed structures, adjacent 
streets and ways, existing and proposed topography, any wetlands, 
storm drainage, underground utilities, drives, walks, loading and 
par ne retained v. created landscaping, lighting, and sign 
ocations. 


‘“‘c. Plans-subject to this Section shall be designed so as to assure 
safety of internal circulation and egress, provide adequate access 
to each structure for fire and service equipment, and provide ade- 
quate utility service and drainage, consistent with the functional 
intent of Section IV, Design Standards, of the current Subdivision 
Regulations of the Andover Planning Board.”’

Amend Section VI ‘‘Other Requirements’, Paragraph B. ‘‘Signs’’, 
subparagraph d.

(2) Signs attached flat against the wall of a building, advertising 
the name of the firm or goods or services available or produced on 
the premises; provided that the total area of all such signs does not 
exceed ten (10) percent of the area of the side of the building to 
which they are attached, or 100 square feet, whichever is less.

While not quite equal to that 
epitome of rareness enjoyed by 
the Ross’ gull which was the only 
member of its species ever seen 
in New England, the ivory gull 
ranks high among exotics. It's 
the sort of bird that your father 
may have seen in his youth and if 
one does not come along in your 
lifetime there's still hope that 


vour children might see one. 
Ludlow Griscom listed an ivory 
gull shot Dee. 1, 1886, on 
Monomoy by a coastguardman; 


another was seen at Nauset in 
March, 1931; another at New- 
hurvport Jan. 14, 1940, and "’two 
or three” the same day at Cape 
\nn. a siek bird was at Rockport, 
Jan. 27, 1946, and an immature 
Jan. 26 and 29, 1949 on Plum 
hstand. 

Forster saw the latest ivory 
vull from 15 feet. He reported a 
slight yellowish cast on its 
otherwise pure white plumage. 
Its bill was greenish-blue at the 
hase. with the tip third greenish- 


vellow. Its size was near that of | 


the laughing gull, which makes it 
a medium-sized gull, smaller 
than the herring gull. 

Ivory gulis breed in northern 
Greenland and on Arctic islands 
in the vicinity. They remain in 
the far north the year around. In 
the darkness of Arctic winter, 
ivory gulls follow open leads in 
the pack ice, feeding on the offal 
of seals, polar bears and Arctic 
foxes. An occasional dead whale 
provides them a sumptuous 
repast. Most ornithologists have 
referred to them as voracious 
caters, which is another way of 
saving that any animal which has 
so few chances of finding food 
makes the most of anything it 
finds.
